eourl. In these nine States arn.ies of 
workmen have found reémployd.ent in 
the past thirty days, and the expec- 
tation is that practically the full com- 
plement of employés of the lumber 
companies will be engaged again with- 
in a few weeks. ; 

The resumption of activity in mines 
and lumber camps points to the in- 
creasing of the working forces in al- 
lied industries. More men will be bone- 
fited by the heavier production than are 
bz taes#® compunies only. 

All the largé sawmills in Arkansas, 


sisxippi are again operating. They were 
closed down for months, owing to the 
decline in prices. sShertly after the 
panic about 6 per cent. of the yel- 
low pine output of these States was 
cut off, leaving an output of only. 3% 
per cent. of the normal. The improve- 
ment which has taken place is demon- 
strated bv the report that the output is 
now up to per cent. of the normal 
and soon will be at normal.

KOREAN TO FACE COURT ON 
CHARGE OF MURDER.

Shot Durham White Stevens, Ad- 
visor of Emperor of Hermit Ki 
dom, Last March, Believing Dip- 
lomat Was Instrumental in Coun- 
try’s Downfall. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.—A trial 
for murder of international interest 
will be called in the Superior Court in 
this city tomorrow morning before 
Judge Carrol! Cook, when In Whan 
Chang. the Korean, who, on March 23 


last, shot Durham White Stev dip- 
lomatic adviser to the Korean peror 
at Seoul, will be arraigned. 


Mr. Stevens was shot as he was about 
to board a ferryboat in this city, en 
route to Washington. The bullet passed 
through his abdomen, and he died three 
days later. 

Chang, the assassin, whose first shots 
had seriously wounded M. . Chun. 
one of his associates, who lay In wait 
for Mr. Stevens. was captured on the 
pot. and has since been held in jail 
awaiting trial. 

The shooting of «Mr. Stevens was 
carefully planned, and carried out in 
a sensational manner. Accompanied 
by the Japanese Consu)-General. the 
diplomat arrived at the ferry in an au- 
tomobile on his way to take a train 
for the Fast on a vacation from his 
long service in the Orient. 

Chang Chun and, it is belleved, two 
other Koreans Who have never been 
arrested. lay in wait for Mr. Stevens. 
and as he alighted from an automobile 
at the ferry one of the Koreans walked 
up and struck him a vicious blow in 
the face. Mr. Stevens started in pur- 
sult of his assailant. when Chang, who 
held a revolver in hie hand covered by 
a handkerchief. began firing. Nis first 
shot struck Chun. and seriously 
wounded him. Two other shots were 
Mr. Stevens. one 
in the hack. near the right shoulder, 
and the other several inches lower, the 
bullet deflecting and passing through 
the abdomen.

LEADS 
_ TO HIS DEATH. 


MAN WHO ENDS LIFE HAD TOLD 
OF LOVE AFFAIR. 


— ä —„— 


Had Served in Two Armies and in 
Many Countries, Was a Prisoner 
of Savages in Philippines and Mem- 
ber of Washington Geographical 
8 Threatened Death Before. 


A hidden romance in the life of John 
W. O’Brien, who stot himself through 
the heart in his room at No. 1240 
South Grand avenue on Saturday, may 
have been the primary cause for his 
self-destruction. The indications are 
that O’Brien went almost directly 
from the office of the Associated Chari- 
ties to his room ied killed himself. 
Saturday morning he was in con- 
Sulation with Secretary Spencer X. 
Sewall of the Associated’ Charities, in 
connection with arranggnents te go to 
a certain mine as mining ex and 
it had been decided that he was to 
start thie morning. Instead he started 
upon a much longer journey. 

It was about two weeks ago that 
Secretary Sewall received 4 long let- 
ter from O’Brien, m which he told of 
his wandering life in all parts of he 
world, explaining bat he was penni- 
less and that if he could not raise at 
least $5 in twenty-four hours he would 
commit suicide. Mr. Sewall wrote to 
him to come to see him and when 
O’Brien did so he gave the man $5 
and had a long taik with him and per- 
suaded him, ds he thought, to aban- 
don any idea of self-destruction. 
O’Brien was a member of the Ge- 
ographical Society at Washington, D. 
C., had served in t British army and 
in the American army and had been on 
special service in the Philippines, where 
he had been a prisoner of the Taga- 
logs. He was a wan of varied ex- 
perience and good education and pos- 
sessed good recommendations. He was 
38 years old, born in Ireland and a 
graduate of Utah College at Salt Lake. 
He had been in Los Angeles ‘about 
two months and as far as known. had 
no friends or relatives in this part of 
the country. 

From what O’Bricn tald Mr. Seweall, 
Ms wandering life and wish for sui- 
cide was due more to an unfortunate 
love affair than to his lack of means. 
But he went no further with his story. 
The inquest will probably be held to- 
day by Coroner Hartwell. No arrange- 
ments have been made for the burial 
and unless some friend comes forward 
to bear the expense the unfortunate 
lie in the potter's field. 


KEEP IDEALS HIGH. 


Attorney Tells Y.M.C.A. Members How 
to Live Rightly, Naming Christ 
as Great Example. 
Attorney W. A. Amend addressed the 
T. MC. A. men's meeting yesterday aft - 
ernoon, his theme being. The Young 
Man's Opportunity in Los Angeles.”

“Men differ in the things they seek 
as the chief object of their living.

＋ F COURSE the people of Los 
Angeles will vote the good-roads 
bonds: that result is inevitable 
from the logic of the conditions,” said 
J. M. Bd@y of Stockton, secretary of 
the California Good Roads Association, 
in an interview with a Times reporter 


yesterday. 

“According to the lte made by 
the State Board of Trade, the average 
yearly product from the soil of Califor- 
nia is $223,000.000. The computations 
of Frank Andrews, the expert in trans- 
portation of the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Agriculture, show 
the cost of moving farm crops over the 
highways from the farms to the ship- 
ping points amounts to 5.6 per cent. of 
the value of the crops. 

“This would give a total cost of 12. 
483,000 for getting the farm output of 
California to the. shipping points each 
year. Making the liberal reduction of 
20 per cent. for farm consumption and 
reserves for seed and so forth, we get 
$10,000,000 in round numbers as the cost 
of farm t over the public 
highways under present conditions. 
“Estimates of saving in the cost of 
transportation, as the result of good 
roads, vary from 2% to 75 per cent. I 
believe it to be conservative and safe 
to estimate that the permanent im- 
provement of the main highways will 
reduce the transportation cost of farm 
products at least 3 per cent., and that 
the possible improvement of by-ruads 
will reduce the cost another 0 per cent. 
In other words, if the main highways 
of an agricultural county are improved 
under the Savage Act, thus permitting 
the ordinary road revenues to be used 
for the betterment and upkeep of the 
cross roads and byways, the transpor- 
tation cost of farm products in such 
county will be tm lately reduced # 
per cent. Let us apply it to the affairs 
of this State and watch the result. 
FIGURES TELL STORY. 
“A reduction of G per cent. in the 
$10,000,000 paid for transporting the 
crops of California would save $4,000,- 
000 annually. How much of an invest- 
ment does that justify? At 5 per cent. 
it justifies an investment of $80,000,000. 
But as the law making such improve- 
ment ble contemplates the issue 
of bonds, the investing pubife naturally 
not only the interest, but the 
principal paid out of the savings. In 
forty-year serial bonds at 4% per cent. 
an investment to pay both principal 
and interest must be computed at about 
7 per cent. Therefore, the farmers of 
the State are justified in investing $57,-. 
143,000 to get good roads, and won't lose 
a cent in the process, 
“Now, according to the report of the 


State Agricultural last year,

“The United States has a national 
debt today of a billion dollars, created 
by the Civil War nearly half a century 
ago. Since the close of that war, the 
nation has paid off $1,700,000,000 of the 
debt and 32.500, 000. % in interest, mak - 
ing a total of . 200, 000, % which the 
war has cost us since ite close with- 
out computing the pensions. An ob- 
servant reader of the history of that 
great struggle must be convinced that 
at least half of the cost of the war 
could have been saved by good roads 
in the border States 

HISTORY POINTS MORAL. 

“The annals of every campaign con- 
stitute a record of deplorable road con- 
| ditions, of stalled crdnance and sup- 
iply trains, of delay and destruction 
because of the roads. The art of war 
is the art of striking quick. With good 
roads one army or the other would 
have found the enemy and ended the 
war two years before Appomattox. 
Then our present national debt and 
the billion and a half of the interest 


were found by contending armies ven 
years afterward in the Franco-Prus- 
sian War. The latter war ended ip six 
months. 

“This $2,500.000.099, which the deplor- 
able road conditions at the time of the 
Civil War cost the United States, if 
put at simple interest at 3 per cent., 
would yield annually a sum equal to 
the entire road expenditures in the 
United States. 

INSTRUCTIVE COMPARISONS. 

“Los Angeles devised the Savage 
law. It is the only highway law in 
California under which a sane system 
of county highways can be obtained. 
Now let her people ‘make good.” Sac- 
ramento county voted eight to one for 
$660,000 bonds to macadamize onty 
three roads. Those three roads in Sac-

“San Bernardino will soon vote to

“Consumers of farm products will 
reap their proportion of the benefits 
and all will share in the satisfaction. 
ECONOMY IN EXPENDITURE. 
“But the economy of good roads in 
this age is not confined to the cheap 
carriage of farm products. Especially 
is this true of the main highways. the 
thoroughfares of travel. The advent 
of the bicycle and the automobile, the 
use of horse vehicles and traction en- 
gines, have made it imperative that 
proper roadways should be maintained 
for the quick and comfortable transit 
of human beings and commodities at 
reasonable rates for business, health 
and pleasure, without imperiiing the 
life of man or beast, or the endurance 
of vehicies. 

“As we have seen, the saving to farm 
crops justifies the investment. But the 
saving in time, in horsefiesh, buggies, 
bicycles and automobiles to a com- 
munity like Los Angeles will amount 
to more than double the saving in 
farm transportation. It should go 
without saying that the city 
Angeles could well afford to 
not only $3,600,000, but $7,000,000

enough to live well. There will be in that condi- 
tion no chance at all for the poor man. He must 
forever remain poor. With the growth of corpora- 
tions and the establishment of great plants the cost 
of production has grown less, the development +f 
the country hes been more rapid, employment has 
card wider spheres of operation, the demand for 
labor has increased, brains have counted for more, 
and wages have riscn. 

Make corporations safc for the investment of the 
savings of men of small means, and men will wy 
to save more. Holdings in corporate wealth will 
become more general, and the people will all grow 
yearly richer. The man with 3100 or less can buy 
a@ share in some corporate stock. As he saves he 
ean increase his holdings. The stock will be held 
by thousands. The success of the 
enterprise will be a genera! interest. 

That is just what will come in the future. Here 
is a practical communism, a method of 
business, saner, safer, easier, than any dream of 
socialism. It disturbs no man’s rights, requires 
no revolution, political,.economic or social, to bring 
it to pass. When the average man is assured that 
a little money invested in a corporation is a safc 
investment and that it will earn its share of the 
dividends of the company, he will put money into 
these stocks. As he realizes that his money is safe 
he will increase his holdings.

This is the topic of the sermon 
preached yesterday at the 
Memorial Baptist Church by Rev. C. 
C. Pierce. He took for his text the 
words of Christ, found in John iv, : 
“Say not ye, there are four months and 
then cometh harvest. Lift up your 
eyes and look on the fields, for they 
are white already to harvest.“ Dur- 
ing the course of his sermon, he sald: 
“It takes but a mere gbance for those 
who are able to really see the trend of 
the times to recognize that we are on 
the verge of a great transformation. 
As man counts time and events, this 
transformation will assume more of the 
appearance of a slow evolution than a 
revolution, but it is coming with tre- 
mendous rapidity, and everything about 
the impending change is of a charac- 
ter to make all men rejoice, and 
giad they are alive. As the God of the 
ancient prophet was not seen in the 
earthquake, the wind or the fire, but 
was present in the still small voice, so 
is the vast harvest of true life wait- 
ing now like white and overripe fields, 
coming by the processes which are as 
natural as the blooming of a rose or 
the ripening of an apple. The best of
